Washington, D. C., Feb. 22.—Al- 
though the war department now has 
on hand ahd contracted for a total of 
15,437,000 pairs of shoes, Secretary 
Baker announced tonight that more 
than 1,000,000 pairs of shoes will have 
to be secured for the army this year. 
This is made necessary by the building 
up of adequate stocks of reserves, both 
in France and in this country. 

Gen. Pershing, having in mind the 
length of time shoes are expected to 
last the men in France, has requested 
shipments of 18,590 pairs of shoes for 
each 25,000 men monthly, or approxt- 
mately nine pairs of shoes per man 
annually.

CALLED TO FIGHT 
SMALLPOX PERIL 


Robertson Asks $30,- 
000 to Prevent Dis- 
‘ease Spread. 


John Dill. Robertson, commissioner 
of health, last night ordered the mo- 
bilization of 100 vaccinators to prevent f 
the spread of smallpox. 

The seriousness of the situation can 
be judged by the fact that only three 
physicians have been engaged in the 
‘work to date. 

Cases so far this year total 145, as 
against 292 for 1917. In January there 
were 64 cases and to date February 
has had 81. 


The city council, through its finance 


committee, now is considering Dr. Rob- 
ertson's request for $30,000 to handle 
the disease. This money will be paid 
to the vaccinators at $5 a day for 
sixty days. 

Would Save Money. 

“This is no more than the cost ef 
caring for 300 smallpox cases, re- 
marked tie commissioner, and 100 
vaccinators can prevent Many more 
than 300 outbreaks in the next three 
months. In other words, if the epi- 
demic is not checked by the use of 


the city $30,000, and more; anyway.
